“Our class got down and 
dirty.” 

These are words to inspire 
young students to read. 

As odd as it may sound, 
Project DIRT is a program 
Upland’s Foothill Knolls 
Elementary School began this 
fall to raise its reading scores. 

DIRT stands for Daily 
Individualized Reading, 
according to Principal Randy 
Smith, who — although 
extremely pleased with the title 
— admitted it came from a 
program at another school. 

The slogan is one of four 
imprinted on banners made by 
parent Sher Boehm that will be 
placed in the classrooms with 
the most reading time logged. 

The program was born when 
Smith, discouraged at the 
school’s low score in the Upland 
School Districts reading tests, 
decided to do something about 
it. 

“This is not one of the top 
scoring schools in the district in 
terms of testing,’ Smith said. 
“But we work hard here and 
we're not going to just live with 
the fact that we’re from a lower 
socioeconomic level.” 

One of his first actions was to 
send out a survey to teachers, 
parents and students about 
reading. Teachers, he found, felt 
they were concentrating on 
reading skills, but getting few 
results. Students expressed little

interest, he said. 

“Reading to them was a 
textbook and answering 
workbook questions,” he said. 

Based on suggestions from a 
study entitled ‘Becoming a 
Nation of Readers,” put out by 
the Commission on Reading, the 
school developed Project DIRT. 
The program emphasizes 
reading daily and reading for fun. 


For 15 minutes after lunch, the 
young readers pull out their 
favorite book and indulge. In 
some of the classrooms of 
younger folks this can make for 
a noisy session as they are still 
reading aloud. 


To encourage this practice, 
teachers also bring a book and 
Smith said he will soon be 
sitting in on classes with a book 
of his own. 


But reading at home is also 
important and Smith is 
encouraging parents to turn off 
the television set for at least 15 
minutes every night while their 
school-children read. Parents are 
asked to read aloud to the 
younger children, he said 


The students then bring forms 
back to school with their 
parents’ signatures if they read 
at home. 


“We're meeting with moderate 


success,” he said. “About two 


thirds are doing it every night.’ 
Smith explained that language

Trustee protests superintendents’ salaries 


By Marianne Aiken 


A Central Schoo! District 
trustee is protesting the high 
cost of school superintendents’ 
salaries in Rancho Cucamonga. 


instead of four tiny separate 
school districts — Etiwanda, 
Cucamonga, Central and Alta 
Loma serving about 10,700 
students altogether — Joyce 
Bergson said she would favor 
having one school district in 
Rancho Cucamonga with one 
superintendent and a central 
administration. 


“| do feel superintendents are 
overpaid,” said Bergson. “If you 
look at all the districts, we’re 
paying a fortune in salaries.” 


She’s also protesting what she 
called the duplication of services 
in the four districts. She said she 
plans to call a meeting of all the 
school board members in 
Rancho Cucamonga to discuss 
the idea of forming one district. 


Bergson put together a chart 
comparing superintendent 
salaries and enrollment in 11 
West Valley school districts and 
Chaffey College. 


Her study showed the four 
superintendents in Rancho 
Cucamonga combined made 
$253,300 last year, while the 
president of Chaffey College got 
$67,700 for running an institution 
with approximately the same 
number of students as the four 
districts put together. 


Though she gathered the 
figures in April from 1985-86 
budgets, Bergson said her 
argument still holds true today. 


“The position doesn’t merit 
what some of these 
superintendents are making,” 


she said. 


Bergson said her protest is in 
no way connected with the Gann 
Initiative on the Nov. 4 ballot, 
which seeks to limit the pay of 
public employees. 


“We're doing the same 
function four times,”’ she said. 
“If our kids were doing so well, 
then | could see spending that 
kind of money for keeping what 
we have.” 


Frank Cosca, superintendent 
of the Central Schoo! District, 
where Bergson is a board 
member, said he could be 
making more money in the 
private sector, but prefers to 
stay in education. 


Cosca also said he feels he 
earned the $67,300 he made last 
year by putting in 60-to 70-hour 
weeks. 


“A superintendency is no 
different than acity 
administrator or a leader in 
industry,’' Cosca said. “You pay 
what the market is. The practice 
in Central School District is to 
look at surrounding school 
districts and make it 
approximately average.” 


Any money saved by having 
one superintendent rule over all 
of Rancho Cucamonga’s schools 
would be negated by the cost of 
adding an extra layer of middle 
management, argued John 
McMurtry, superintendent of the 
5,000-student Alta Loma School 
District 


“In other words, the larger the 
district, the larger the central 
office administration,’ McMurtry 
said. 


Also, salaries for teachers and 
support staff would have to be 
brought up to match those in the

be fine.” 

Swanson said the current 
liorary is adequate to serve its 
surrounding area. ‘‘But Rancho 
Cucamonga goes all the way to 
Etiwanda doesn’t it. That's a 
long way from here.”’ 

Swanson, who says he 
realizes that fire protection may 
be a higher priority to a growing 
city than library space, said good 
libraries are just as important as 
good schools. 

“A good library,”’ he said, “is a 
source of information for the 
businessman, a source of 
inspiration for artists and a 
source of study space and 
materials for students.”

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For Boris Rutenburg, repairing shoes 
is more than just a business. 

“It’s life,” he said. 

“It’s life” is one of Rutenburg’s 
favorite phrases. He uses it repeatedly 
to explain how his life turned out the 
way it did and why he does things the 
way he does. 

Rutenburg is the man behind ‘“‘Boris’ 
Artistic Shoe Repair’ at 8619 Base Line 
Road in Rancho Cucamonga. 

Stepping into the modest shoe 
repair shop in the Sunrize Center is like 
stepping into a bygone era whena 
man’s handshake was better than a 
contract and when people did good 
work out of pride. 

Rutenburg came to the United States 
seven years ago and two years later 
bought the shoe repair business from 
an Italian. 

In the beginning, customers would 
walk by and see Rutenburg in his blue 
work coat behind the glass instead of 
the Italian, and walk away. 

He couldn’t speak the language and 
he didn’t understand how things work 








in America. 

But now, things are different. 

He says he could sell the business 
for 10 times what he paid for it. 

And his English is better, although 
he doesn’t think so. 

“It’s very bad, my English. But 
people help me.” 

Rutenburg has customers who come 
from as far away as Palm Springs and 
Hollywood to have him fix their shoes. 

He even has one customer who 
comes to Southern California once a 
year from Colorado to get his taxes 
done and drops off his $2,000 boots for 
an annual tune-up. 

Even though his luck has changed in 
the last five years, his prices haven’t. 

“I try to keep the same prices 
because,” he said, “‘it’s life.” 

Shoemaking was the family 
business back in Kiev in the Russian 
Ukraine, and Rutenburg learned it at an 
early age, working after school. 

He went to technical school, worked 
two years at a shoe factory and later 
taught others how to make new shoes 


for for 15 years. 

He is now a USS. citizen. His entire 
family lives here too, his wife who's an 
engineer, two daughters, a 
granddaughter and a grandson. 

He named the ancient-looking 
machinery which adorns his shop: 
Stitchers, stretchers, anda finishing 
machine. 

He pointed to one machine and 
hesitated. 

“Il know the name of this machine in 
Russian ...” 

The equipment came with the 
business, he said. A mechanic comes 
once every three months to keep it in 
good working order. 


Though the machinery is fascinating, 


60 percent of the business is done by 
hand, he said. There are some 
attributes a machine doesn’t have, like 
a sense of touch. 

“The machine doesn’t know if the 
heel’s broken or not,” he said. “Shoes 
feel different.” 

He explained how he Carefully pries 
the stud out of heels, sensing it along 


fe of Shoes 


the shaft, hesitating lest it should 
break. 

More modern shoe repair shops yank 
them out with a machine, he said. 

He extols the virtues of fine shoes 
— 80 percent of the people in this area 
wear good shoes, he said — as 
important to one’s sense of well-being. 

“When it’s a good car, you feel 
nice,” he said. “When it’s a good shoe 
you feel nice.” 

He has such respect for good shoes 
and the people who wear them that if 
he comes across a shoe that’s not 
worth fixing, he won't fix it. 

He’s not adverse to rubbing a little 
shoe polish on a scraped leather upper 
and sending the customer out the door 
free of charge either. 

He said the reason he does these 
things is simple. 

If he loses one customer because of 
a shoddy job, the same word of mouth 
that’s built his business could ruin his 
business. 

“It's my life,” he said. “If you have 
no business, you have no life.”

Every time an Upland Library 
patron uses the microfilm 
photocopier, the Apple computer 
or the outdoor reading area, he 
can thank the Friends of the 
Upland Library. 

Janice Cox, president of the 
friends organization, said her 
group of about 300 members 
funds library projects not 
covered by the city budget. 

“Last year we spent $1,000 on 
the children’s reading program, 
we buy the Christmas tree and 
we sponsor the music program 
at Christmas,” she added. 

Katherine Thomson, who edits 
the membership newsletter, said 
there are more than 200 library 
“friends” groups nationwide. 
The concept generates millions 
of dollars worth of library 
services across the nation. 

The big fund-raiser for the 
Upland Friends is an annual 
book sale. For four days each 
year, the downstairs storeroom 
of the library is turned into 
bookworm heaven. 

Thomson estimated that 
10,000 used books were donated 
for what she called a very 
successful event.

Houdini stays put 


Despite prayers and a ghostly 
recording of the last seance his 
wife conducted as she tried to 
reach him, master magician Har- 
ry Houdini did not communicate 
from beyond the grave Friday, 
the 60th anniversary of his death.

Randy Elliott is crazy about 
rocks. 

He loves to excavate, polish, 
collect and sell them.

Many observers of the up-and- 
down fortunes of feature-length

The argument goes that 
Steven Spielberg and George 
Lucas have raised the technical 
level of live action to sucha 
standard that animators can no 
longer compete. There’s some 
truth to this assertion, but the 
now-astronomical cost of 
providing top-flight animation in 
a children’s market weaned on 
junk such as ‘‘Transformers”’ 
probably has more to do with it. 

However, Spielberg is doing 
his bit with an ingenious 
compromise. He is going to 
supervise a mixture of live action 
and animation called ‘“‘Who 
Framed Roger Rabbit?” for Walt 
Disney Studios. The director will 
be Robert Zemeckis, of ‘Back to 
the Future’ fame, and the 
screenplay will be written by 
Jeffrey Price and Peter Seaman. 

This is not Spielberg’s only 
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working with geodes, a rounded 
rock cavity with crystals which 
are about 65 million years old. 


“I’ve collected rocks since | 
was 4 years old..My mom used to 
call them, ‘Randy’s rocks.’ My 
mom and dad bought me my first 
geode when | was 9 at the Los 
Angeles County Fair and now | 
sell them there,” he said. 


Elliott retired last year from 
the DuPont Co. to spend time 
selling geodes. Although he did 
sell the colorful rocks at the fair 
this year (he cut open 12,000 
pounds of geodes this summer), 
he primarily works at his shop in 
Knotts’ Berry Farm.
